CARBONDALE, Pa., Sept. 1.—Science is 


often mere conjecture, and what seem to be 
’ wild conjectures often lead to grand resulta, 


Some sixty-five years ago, two phenomenally- 
enterprising young men—William Wurts, a 
civil engineer, and his brother Maurice, a 
Philadelphia merchant—were drawn to 
Northeastern Pennsylvania by what was to 
them an open secret, that these everlasting 
hills covered rich deposits of anthracite coal. 
Although small quantities of this mineral 
had found its way from the Lehigh region to 
Philadelphia as early gs 1803, coal had not 
yet been pushed into general use, and mining 
scarcely had a beginning; but these far-see- 
ing adventurers were confident that it was 
only.a question of time when this mountain 
solitude should reécho with the clattering 
wheels and the rumbling machinery of a 
mighty traffic yet unborn. 
It was in 1812 that they came to 
THE VALLEY OF THE LACKAWANNA, 


and two years later their knowledge of the 


vast subterranean treasures enabled them to 
purchase several thousand acres of wild 
land in Luzerne (now Lackawanna) County, 
at from 50 cents to $3 per acre. Much 
of this land is worth $1,000.an acre to-day. 
A few months later they cleared away the 
torest and began operations on the spot 
where now stands the City of Carbondale, 
with its wealth of coal-mines and a population 
of 8,000, Mining continued in a small way, 
and nine years were occupied in vexatious 
and laborious efforts to transport the coal to 
the Delaware River, the highway to the Phil- 
adelphia market. Small quantities of coal 
were loaded on rafts and run down the 
LacRawaxen, a rocky stream leading to the 
Delaware,—requiring to be portaged in one 
or two places, and reloaded into boats. 

So great was the expense, and attended 
with such risks, that this method of trans- 
portation proved a failure. Another feature 
that operated against the plucky miners was 
competition from the Lehigh and Schuylkill 
regions. Nor was there much of a demand 
to be supplied, only 365 tons having been 
absorbed by the entiremarket in the year 1820, 
six years subsequent to the Initial efforts of 
the Messrs. Wurts. By reference to a chart 
of the coal-trade it will be seen that no 
figures are given for any production prior to 
1820, the year the trade is considered to have 
actually begun,—making it apparent that all 
previous transactions were simply experi- 
mental. 

It was at this not very promising juncture 
that these pioneers of the Lackawanna coal- 
trade, discouraged—not discouraged either, 
but shut out—by the ruinous competition 
which glutted the Philadelphia market with 
a few hundred tons, and by the unyielding 
diffieulties in floating the coal thither on the 
treacherous streams leading to the Delaware, 
began to study and conjecture 
WHETHER A CANAL COULD NOT BE con- 

STRUCTED, 
and the coal transported to a new. market, 
even New York City, to warm the bodies and 
cook the dinners of the future millions of 
the mercantile metropolis. The attainment 
of this object seemed well nigh hopeless; 
for first, rising in their very face, were the 
Moosic Mountaina, a rocky ridge of near 
1,000 feet in hight; and, beyond this, a rough 
country of hills and gorges, of some thirty 
miles in extent, stretched to the waters of 
the Lackawaxen, a tributary to the Dela- 
ware; and, this once reached, the whole ex- 
tent of the State of New Jersey intervened 
between them and a market. 

Canal-navigation at that time had passed 
the experimental stage, and had become an 
established fact; but railroading was in its 
infancy. The water-transportation was only 
a question of dollars and cents; but the feas- 
ibility of surmount the Moosic Ridge 
still required to be demonstrated. Their 
project was to cross the. mountains by in- 
clined planes, and connect on eastern 
side with a canal runn to the Hudson 
River,—thus giving them uninterru com- 
munication with New York City. ‘The prop- 
osition was beset with discouragements from 
the start. The construction of a canal more 
than 100 miles through an uninhabited wilder- 
ness was jooked upon as little less than mad- 
ness; but the men who had struggled through 
so many Vicissitudes knew no such word as 
fail. The survey through vast stretches 
of forest was made by William Wurts alone, 
and the necessary legislation from the States 
of Pennsylvania and New York secured. 
The brothers were in advance of their gener- 
ation, and were unable to secure the slightest 
assistance in the region they were about to 
develop; but their energy was at last reward- 
ed by organization of the

ju 1825, with a capital of $1,500,000, which 
amount was eagerly taken by capitalists in 
the City df New York. Although the Com- 
pany labored under financial embarrassment 
incident to so gigantic an undertaking for 
that early day, its eredit enabied it to secure 
aid from the State of New York to an ad- 
ditional amount of nearly $1,000,000.

BUSINESS MEN IN POLITICS. 

A hopefulsign for the election of Gen. 
Garfield is to be foundin the rather excep- 
tional interest which the business men of the 
country seomto be taking in the present 
campaign. There has probably been no elec- 
tion since Gen. Grant was first chosen Presi- 
dent that has offered so many inducements 
to the commercial classes to exert their per- 
sonal influence. Four years ago there Was 
widespread dissatisfaction with things as 
they were, and perplexing doubts as to what 
would be best for the country. These condi- 
tions persuaded many business men to vote 
the Democratic ticket who had uniformly 
voted with the Republicans since the begin- 
ning of the War. Others compromised with 
their own judgment and conscience by vot- 
ing the Greenback ticket. and thus indirectly 
contributed to a possible Democratic success 
without assuming an actual responsibility 
fer such a result. ‘There was a very general 
feeling that a change might be for the better, 
and this feeling naturally encouraged in- 
difference and iukewarmness in the 
prosecution of the Republican cam- 
paign. The present campaign, how- 
ever, offers an entirely different con- 
dition of things. Business activity and ma- 
terial prosperity have supplanted the depres- 
sion and stagnation of four years ago. The 
substantial and well-to-do classes, consisting 
of capitalists, merchants, manufacturers, 
producers, and mechanics, are now anxious 
to maintain the existing good times and fa- 
vorable prospects. There is a general con- 
viction that the election of Garfield and the 
continuation of the same conservative policy 
that has controlled the administration of the 
Government during the past few years will 
be the best means to assure such a result. 
There are evidences on all sides that achange 
of parties at this time will produce such a revo- 
lution in the Civil Service and such experi- 
ments in legislation as shall almost inevitably 
work injury to the business interests of the 
country. Itis this sentiment, more than all 
other influences in the present campaign, 
which augurs Republican success in New 
York, and, with New York, in the Nation. 

During the past few days a number of let- 
ters have appeared in print from representa- 
tive business men who have not been acting 
with the Republican party during the past 
eight years, but have returned to it at this 
time in the belief that its agency alone can 
assure political peace and material prosperity 
during’ the ensuing Presidential period.

such response will serve to strengthen the 
convictions that are entertained.

THE IMPORTATION OF GOLD. . 

The large shipments of gold to this 
country are creating considerable speculation 
as to the results that may follow them. In 
1876 the foreign trade of the United States re- 
versed its proportions of exports and im- 
ports of merchandise. So soon as the 
balance of trade was in favor of this coun- 
try Great Britain and other European States 
made good their deficiency by shipping 
hither American securities. This was 
rendered more easy because of the continued 
calls made by the Treasury for the 520 
bonds,—called in to be funded in the new is- 
sues of lower-interest bonds. In one way 
or the other, up to the spring of 1879, the 
great bulk of American securities, including 
railroad and other bonds, found their way 
back to the United States. Up to 
that time it had always been con- 
sidered necessary, in order to float a 
National bond, that an agency should be 
opened in London for its sale, and we be- 
lieve that during the ten or moro years pre- 
ceding 1880 the Treasury had a force of clerks 
in London to push American bonds on the 
market, The experience of the Government 
with the 4 per cent bonds showed how great- 
ly matters had changed. Over seven hun- 
dred millions of 4 per cent bonds were put 
on the market at home and at par, and this, 
too, in the face of such an immense sum of 
other American securities which was re- 
turned to this country from Europe. A year 
ago Secretary Sherman stated that he did 
not believe that there were one hundred mill- 
ionsof American bonds then held outside of 
this country. In the meantine, the supply of 
bonds failing, the shipments of gold have 
continued, 

Alongin July, 1879, there oceurred that 
most frrational of all proceedings, the great 
increase in the prices of iron and steel, and, 
as a consequence, the increase in prices of 
various other commodities. For atime there 
was a storm of supposed “ prosperity,” 
which lasted six months, when prices receded 
to their previous rates. During this time, 
however, there had been imported nearly 
one hundred and fifty millions of dollars 
worth of foreign. goods in excess of what 
would have been imported had no such in- 
Ration of prices taken place. The country 
has had since then to pay for these goods, 
and by so doing has reduced the balance of 
trade due for the year ending in July last. 

It is possible that all these goods have 
been paid for, and now the shipments of 
gold have been resumed in order to meet the 
excess due this country on the trade in ordi- 
nary merchandise. The transfer of the Amer- 
lean bonds from the hands of holders in 
Europe to persons in this country has re 
duced also the large sum annually sent 
abroad to pay interest. How long will this 
flow of gold continue ? 

There are two causes stated why this ship 
ment of gold canrot continue, and these are: 
(1) That our exports of breadstuffs must 
decline because of a more liberal production 
in Europe, thereby reducing our sales both 
in quantity and in value; and (2) that 
this country, being in a high state of 
prosperity, will import more largely 
than ever of costly merchandise in 
the way of dress goods, jewelry, and 
personal and household adornments. The 
first reason given will hardly be sus 
tained by facts. Europeans have experi- 
enced the benefits of cheap bread and meat 


from this country, and Europeans will not 


forego these comforts so long as they may be 
had. The larger crops in foreign countries 
will not reduce substantially the demand for 
American breadstuffs. They may have the 


| effect of reducing the price of both Amer- 


ican and foreign breadatuffs to consumers. 
but the immediate and natural resalt of the 


decrease in cost will add largely to the de- 
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mand for consumption. The man accustomed 
to one loaf of bread per day will, if he can 
buy two loaves for the price he has hereto- 
fore paid for one, buy the second. Food is 
something which appeals to every man’s

purse. It becomes a necessity, and noth- 


ing short of an impossibility to obtain it 
will induce any man to deny himself the 
largest use of it, It is safe to assume, 
then, if the price of breadstuffs in 
Europe shall decline 25 per cent be- 
cause of the increase in the supply, 
that the demand for consumption will in- 
crease even more than 25 per cent because of 
the cheapness of the article. This country 
at best only exports its surplus; that surplus 
will go forward and be sold, no matter what 
may be the extent of the foreign crops; and 
the prices abroad, and the total proceeds of 
what we haye to sell, will both depend on 
the quantity of that surplus. American 
breadstuffs will have to be bought, in any 
case, to supply the European deficleney; and 
the prices of the American grain abroad will 
be determined by the fact whether the Amer- 
ican surplus will be in excess or be less chan 
is needed for that deficiency. Abundant as 
our harvests may be, there is no probability 
that Europe will be so overstocked with 
bread that there will not be a customer found 
there for every pound that may be obtained 
from America. 

There is not much likelihood of any se- 
rious increase of our importations of ordi- 
nary merchandise, though there is a proba- 
bility that people who have grown rich dur- 
ing the last six years will indulge their tastes 
and gratify their vanity by purchasing liber- 
ally of foreign-made articles of household 
and personal adornment. However exten- 
sive such expenditures may be for a while, 
there is no danger that they will assume such 


able time. : 
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their merchandise, to be sold for whatever it 
will bring, but even such an extreme pro- 
ceeding as that can be of only short duration. 
It could not be maintained for any consider- 
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What is to be done with the money that is 
pouring into this country? It must tind em- 
ployment, and in the end it must find invest- 
ment in the only permanent and in the most 
natural of all investments, real estate. Let 
the gold come; let the silver accumulate. 
Metallic money is not perishable, nor does it 
waste or decay. In due time it will seek em- 
ployment in the thousand avenues of trade 
and production which. rest for their per- 
manency and security upon the inexhaustible 
land—the productive soil—of which only a 
small portion has yet felt the improving 
foree of labor.

Sin CHaries Dux has lately called at- 
tention to the fact that a Conservative majority 
in the House of Lords isa constant check to 
every Liberal Government.

ROSH HASHANA. 
THE JEWISH NEW-YEAR. 

Last evening, with the setting of the sun, the 
Israelites all over the world commenced the ceie- 
bration of their New-Year, Rosh Hashana,” 
which is one of the most important Jewish boli- 
days, and more rigidly observed than any other 
except. “Yom Keppur (Day of Atonement), 
which follows ten days later. Rosh Hashana” 
is the day on which Israelites look into their past 
life, and arrange for good and pure deeds and a 
purer life in the future. This examination into 
their religious and moral status continues 
for ten days, and culminates in the great 


Day of Atonement, which is the Judgmént- Day 
the verdict of which has to stand for the year. 
While Rosh H na commemorates the advent 
of a new year, real object of its celebration 
ie as stated above. It is commanded iu the Law 
as follows: Speak unto the children of Israel, 
suying in the seventh month, on the first day of 
the month, shall ye have rest mem of 
sounding of cornet a holy convocation.” 

Owing to this command the sounding the 
„Sbophar (ram’s-horn)in the synagogs is still 
observed on this day. The “ Shophar,” or born-

The gardeners at Mobile and other 
far South points begin shippi their crops 
North before we have ours planted, and as the 
seasons advance other points further North ec- 
cupy the market. Sonthern lLilinois is the last 
place to compete, It has the advantage of us by 
two to three weeks, but when we are ready to 
go into the market we beat them. We have to 
run prices down though for some time, but the 
advantage of freight which we is too 
much for them, and we beat them every time. 
For a few days they have the advantage of us, 
but we food the market, block it right up with 
vegetables, and then they give way. 

“ Have you any idea of the extent of the busi- 
neas in Cook County?” 

It is en rmous. All round here is one mar- 
ket gurden. For fifteen miles north of the city 
the land is mostly occupied with market gar- 
dens.

I was figur- 
ing the other duy that if my Onion rows were 
spread out in end they would reach clear from 
here to New York. In prancing, weeding, and 
gathering these the traveling done was equal to 
about one-third of the distance round the world. 
The weeding is done three times, and 100 men 
and boys are employed at the work. Harvest- 
ing don't need so many; our time-roil now 
numbers seventy.” 

Wat kind of vegetables do you plant?“ 

All Kinds,—cabbage, squash, tomatoes, rad- 
ishes, meions, green corn, cucumbers, onions, 
caulifiowers, peas, beans—”’ 

“That'll do. How do caulifiowers do here?” 

Not very well; they are a precarious crop. 

need a moist atmosphere to mature them 
and that we do not have much of in the fall. 1 
have 40,000 head which are promising very weil. 
When we fail of our cauliflower crop we have 
to import them, so us to have them in the mixed 
pickles. They come mostly from Holland, and 
are imported salted in sixty-gallon casks, and 
cost from $20 to $30 a cask, 80. you see the suc- 
cess of our caulifiower patch is of great impor- 
tance to us.“ 

Vo you grow much cabbage ? 

“No; I have only about five acres under cab-

to grow cabbages. soil of Bridgeport is 
especially well adapted for their cultivation, 
and they have fine crops except when the pro- 
geny of that fellow (puinting to a white buttertly 
which was flitting about over the onion-patch) 
interfere, progeny is a worm which prefeas 
cabbage to all other diet.
